completion today. 
The standards, developed by the; 
state health departm ent's new di­ 
vision of industrial hygiene under 
Dr. Thomas F. Mancuso, will be 
presented to the quarterly meeting 
of the Ohio Public Health Council 
here Sunday for incorporation into 
the Ohio sanitary code, with the 
force of law. 
Dr.

E. 
fleering, 
state 
health director, said the division 
and Don Martin, executive secre­ 
tary of the Ohio Manufacturers As- 
sociation, will work out the re­ 
maining details in a final confer­ 
ence today. 


The main provision of the pro­ 
posed code states simply: 
"No employer shall use or per­ 
mit to be used in the conduct of 
his business, m anufacturing estab­ 
lishm ent or other place of employ­ 
ment any process, m aterial or con­ 
dition known to have an adverse 
effect on health, unless reasonable 
provisions have been made to pre­ 
vent injury to the health of the 
employees and of the public.”

and his staff and company physi­ 
cians, 
industrial

public and private research work­ 
ers have been allowable concentra­ 
tions of dusts, fumes, mists, vapors 
or gases in the air breathed by em­ 
ployees.

Psychology Of Letdown 
D 
URING the last six weeks there have been 
many occasions to recall a widely-published 
photograph of strlkera rushing from one of the 
General Motors plants—eager to he started on 
something their leader, W alter Reuthor, assured 
them was the "real thing”. 


81nce then, many more thousands of men h a re 
gone on strike. There is even talk of a general 
strike, an eventuality that might m ake a dread 
ful climax to postwar work stoppages. There 
would be nothing logical about a general strike, 
but there is nothing logical about the strikes 
now In progress. They represent In every case 
the least rational way out of a difficulty. 


There are futile attem pts to understand the 
wave of strikes and threatened strikes In term s 
of clashes over differences In arithm etic or other 
merely economic Issues. Such issues are only a 
fraction of th* cause of strikes—and probably 
a small fraction. 


The rest of the cause must be found in the 
psychology of letdown—the thing th at happens 
to human belnga when released from too much 
tension too long continued. It was predicted long 
before the end of the war that strikes would fob 
low victory; the issues were Indeterminate then. 
But the Issues have not mattered. While nom ­ 
inally the strikes are about wage rates, actually 
many strlkea seem to be using wage rates only 
as 
a 
means 
of 
rationalizing 
dem onstrations 
against the discipline th at a war of Industrial 
production Imposed on Industrial workers. 


|~\AM ON RUNYON Is no econom­ 
ic 1st nor 1s he a professor In any 
university nor is he a statistician 
for any governm ent bureau.

fact, he Is a specialist In c h ar­ 
acters, particularly the Broadway 
breed of homo sapiens.

| T HAS BEEN a long time since the United

population and World W ar II. It has been easy 
to forget during the last few years those pathet­ 
ic wooden guns in Louisiana m aneuvers, know- 
tt-all politicians who almost scuttled American 
destiny with hot air, and the frantic hast* to 
m ake up a generation of neglect in a few months. 
Almost overnight, military met) quit being ac­ 
cused of playing soldier.

DATE no congressman has confessed that 
public pressure Induced by President T ru ­ 
man has caused him to change his mind about 
anything. But it is a safe bet that In due course 
of time attem pts will be made to convince con­ 
gressmen, ss has happened often In the past, 
that unless they do change their minds hordes 
of disgruntled constituents will fall upon them 
and inflict painful defeat.

Plan To Replace Present 


Mandate By British

WASHINGTON, Jan. IO—Joseph 
Proskauer of New York, president 
of the American Jewish Congress 
Wednesday urged the Anglo-Ameri 
can Palestine committee to recom­ 
mend a United Nations trusteeship 
over Palestine. 
It would replace the League of 
Nations mandate under which Brit­ 
ain now administers that area. 
Mr. 
Proskauer 
said 
such 
a 
trusteeship should safeguard Jew­ 
ish settlement and immigration and 
help Palestine prepare to become 
a self-governing, independent and 
democratic commonwealth. 
H e 
declared 
such 
a common­ 
wealth would 
safeguard the re­ 
ligious. political and civil rights of 
all elements of the population— 
Jew ish, Arab and Christian. 
Would Admit 100,000 Now 
Mr. Proskauer also urged that 
even before the committee com­ 
pletes its inquiry it should recom­ 
mend that 100,000 Jew s from Aus­ 
tria and Germany be admitted at 
once into Palestine as a humani­ 
tarian measure. 
This, he contended, would not 
m aterially affect the ratio of Je w ­ 
ish to Arab population. He added 
that, there now are 1,200,000 Arabs 
and 600.000 Jews. 
He also presented estimates of 
the American Jew ish Committee 
that 
there 
are 
70,000 
Jew s 
in 
Poland and 150,000 Jew s in Rus­ 
sia who are to be returned to 
Poland. 
If the Jew s wish to remain in 
Poland, 
he 
said, 
the 
committee 
"should make it its business to see 
that the United Nations organiza­ 
tion speeds the day that the Jew s 
can live there as anywhere else”. 
Urges Permanent Haven 
H e noted that during the war, 
Jew s found temporary refuge in 
Sweden, Switzerland, France, Hol­ 
land and other nations. He asked 
the committee to urge these coun­ 
try to permit as many alien Jew s 
as possible to slay and acquire 
citizenship. 
In eastern Europe, he said, “ only 
about 165,000 of 765,000 Jew s live 
where the UNRRA may operate. 
The other 600,000 are in ex-enemy 
countries not eligible for U N R R A 
assistance”. 
Mr. Proskauer said the Jewish 
congress also wants the committee 
to recommend that a definite pro­ 
portion of German reparations be 
set apart for partial compensation 
to 
stateless 
and 
non-repatriable 
Jews.

Coshocton Printers Strike; 


Cleveland, Portsmouth 


Issues Unsettled

CLEVELAND, Jan. IO—A print-' 
era’ dispute at the Coshocton Trib­ 
une raised to five today the num­ 
ber of strike-bound Ohio newspa­ 
pers. 
A. F. of L. International Typo­

Coshocton's only dally 
newspaper, struck last, night over 
demands for raising their weekly 
salary from $42 to $48. 
Robert Wallace, managing edl 
tor of the paper, said negotiation# 
have been carried on ainee Octo­ 
ber and that the paper’s offer of 
$45 had been refused. Circulars 
printed by' a commercial printer; 
told readers that the afternoon 
paper would not publish today and 
might be suspended Indefinitely. 
Meanwhile, prospects for early 
eettlem ent of disputes on the four 
other Ohio papers — the Ports­ 
mouth Times and the Plain Deal­ 
er, Press and News In Cleveland 
—are not good.
